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A SHORT HISTORY OF GERMANY 


Christmas Day 800 A.D., Pope Leo III crowned 
Charlemagne, thus reviving the old Holy Roman Empire. The first 
German cities had sprung up as Roman settlements. The Frankish 
ruler, Charlemagne, forced the proud, pagan Saxons, then living 
in the northwest between Westphalia and Holstein, to accept his 
rule and embrace Christianity. He brought the Teutonic tribes 
under a common rule and government. After Charlemagne died, his 
sons met at Strasburg in 842 A.D. Their armies could no longer 


understand each other's language. Whereas the East Frankish 


‘tribes had clung to the old Germanic dialects, the language of 


the West Frankish tribes, had, under the influence of Gallo-Latin, 
turned into the Romance tongue, a forerunner of French. The two 
leaders swore an oath of continuous loyalty to each other. 


Germany was born. 


Between the tenth and fourteenth centuries, Germany's 
climate became warmer and supported a good agricultural society. 
A decrease in population, bad harvests, and epidemics marked the 
fourteenth century as the climate changed becoming markedly cool- 
er with longer and harder winters. The cooler climate continues 


to modern times. 


During the first thousand years and more of the Christ- 
ian era, Germany was the frontier land between the classical 
Christian cultures of west and south Europe and the ssmibarbarous, 
pagan culture of east and north. The gradual integration of these 
areas into the Christian community was done through Germany and by 
Germans. No natural barriers protect Germany and through the 


centuries armies and migrations have crossed and recrossed. 


In 1521 Martin Luther's career caused a religious 
revolt. The Reformation spread to the educated especially the 
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local rulers. By 1544 the Protestant area in Germany increased 
enormously. Almost all of north Germany was Protestant. Asa 
result of the Council of Trent which remedied many of the abuses 
of the Catholic Church and the start of the Jesuit Order which 
founded schools and sent out preachers, the Catholic Reformation 
was very successful. By the end of the century Protestantism 
hardly existed and Germany was again Catholic. The advance of 
the Catholic party shocked Protestants in north Germany for they 
threatened to retake formerly Catholic parts of Westphalia. The 
religious fight continued bringing on the Thirty Years War. The 
last thirteen years of the war Germany fell pr2y to other nations. 
The armies of France, Spain, Sweden, the Holy Roman Empire, and 
the German princes crossed and recrossed the German land wreak- 
ing havoc and leaving behind them burning towns, ravaged fields, 
and rotting corpses. In 1648 the Peace Congress of Westphalia 
settled the Thirty Years War but the impact of war and famine 
were less than the deaths caused afterward by the waves of 
epidemics. Approximately 40% of the peasantry died. The 

second half of the seventeenth century was a tragic period as 


Germany recovered from the ravages of the Thirty Years War. 


The next great upheaval was the revolutionary period 
of the late eighteenth century. The early years of the eight- 
eenth century were somewhat improved especially in towns of north 
Germany where middle class culture was developing free of the 
petty princelings. This was the age of German enlightenment; 
Goethe, Bach, Mozart, and Beethoven. Napoleon Bonaparte had 
conquered and simplified Germany and in 1806 formed the 'Confed- 
eration of the Rhine'. Germany withdrew from the Holy Roman 
Empire and allied under France. Prussia ceded all her territor- 
ies west of the Elbe river forming the kingdom of Westphalia 
which was given to Jerome Bonaparte. Napoleonic laws were 


instituted in Westphalia. Fuedalism fell and was replaced by 








nationalism. The battle of Lepzig of 1813 defeated Napoleon. 

The princes of the Confederation of the Rhine joined the alliance 
against Napoleon. Prussia acquired the rich provinces of the 
Rhineland and Westphalia, whose immense wealth under the ground 
of the Ruhr Valley was still unknown. The Industrial Revolution 
came to Germany and the railroads stretched out bringing with 
them many modern problems. After the prosperity which built the 
railroads came the depression of 1848. By 1871 Bismark, ruling 
the German Empire, wrote the constitution that served Germany 
till the ead of World War I. Bismark had been against the Cath-— 
olic church. Catholics were treated as second-class citizens by 
Protestant Prussia. But by 1878 most of the laws against Cath-— 
olics had been repealed because Bismark needed the Catholic vote 
against the threat of the Socialist Democratic party. The panic 
of 1873 in the United States left years of severe depression in 
Germany and throughout Europe. In agriculture west of the Elbe 
river, the characteristic holding was that of a small free 
farmer who farmed intensively on a small plot of land. ' The 
Westphalia Industrial area became the largest concentration of 
population in the world at that time. In 1881 Bismark introduced 


a new program for workers, the foundation of ‘Social Security’. 


Otto van Bismark created the German Empire out of 
Prussia. He became the Prime Minister of Prussia in 1862 and 
set about strengthening the army, quarreling with many of the 
neighboring countries. The king of Prussia was declared Emperor 
of Germany in 1871, echoing again the ‘Holy Roman Empire’. 
Bismark had achieved his ambitions to create a united Germany, 
but for the people of Germany it was struggle and strife, living 


through one war after the other. 


War broke out again in 1939 after Germany attacked 





Poland and eventually most of the world became involved. The 
U. S. joined the allies and in 1945 Germany was invaded and 
forced to surrender. 

Germany presented a very different picture after 
World War II. For several years its people faced a desperate 
shortage of food....their clothes often hung about them like 
sacks. Letters from our remaining relatives living in West- 
phalia to the Miesen family in Zell, South Dakota evidenced the 
famine and poverty. Love/care packages were sent many times 
from the Miesens' and the notes received in gratitude were heart- 
rendering. The people of Germany were tired, listless and 
demoralized. By early 1950's West Germany's economy was slowly 
taking an upturn. Their standard of living today is one of 
the highest in Europe. i

The Brueggeman Coat of Arms illustrated left was drawn by an heraldic artist 


from information officially recorded in ancient heraldic archives. 


Documentation 


for the Brueggeman Coat of Arms design can be found in Ryetstap Armorial General, 
p. 315, under the variant Bruggeman. Heraldic artists of o eveloned their 
own unique language to describe an individual Coat of Arms. in their language, 


the Arms (shield) is as follows: 


c.: aux 1 et 4 d'azur a trois etoiles d'or, aux 2 et 3 de sa. 
a trois pals d'arg. a une tete de leopard d'arg., cour d'or. br. 


sur les ecartelures." 
When translated the Arms description is: 


“Quartered: 1 and 4, blue; three gold stars; 2 and 3. black; three 
silver vertical bands. A silver lion's head, facing front, crowned 


gold, placed over the quarters." 
Above the shield and helmet is the Crest which is described as: 


“Un sauvage iss. de carn., ceint et cour. de lierre, tenant une 


massue posee sur son epaule.” 
A translation of the Crest description is: 


"A flesh colored savage issuing, belted and crowned with ivy, holding 


a mace, placed on his shoulder.” 


Family mottos are believed to have originated as battle cries in medieval 


times, A Motto was not recorded with the Brueqgeman Coat of Arms. 


Individual surnames originated for the purpose of more specific identification. 

The four primary sources for second names were: occupation, location, father's 

name and personal characteristics. The surname Brueggeman appears to be locational in 
origin, and is believed to be associated with the Germans and Danes, meaning, "dweller 
by the bridge.” The supplementary sheet included with this report is designed 

to give you more information to further your understanding of the origin of names. 
Different spellings of the same original surname are a common occurrence. Dictionaries 
of surnames indicated probable spelling variations. The most prominent variations 


of Brueggeman are Bruggeman, Brueggemann and Bruggemann. 


Information available to us indicates that in 1972 there were less than 350 heads 


of households in the United Stated with the old and distinguished Brueqgeman name. 
The United States Census Bureau in 1970 estimated that there were 3.1 persons 

per household, which means that fewer than 1085 people in the United States bear 
the Brueggeman name. In comparison, some of the most common family names are 


shared by over two million people.

The surname "Brueggeman" is associated with the Danes 
and Germans and means ‘dweller by the bridge’. On 13 Feb 1680 
a Danish coat of arms was issued to a Bruggeman. This was not 


a direct ancestor of our family. Make of it what you may. 


With the help of the Mormon Genealogy Society of 
Utah, we have factual proof of our direct line back to the 1700's 
and good circumstantial proof back another century. The Mormons 
have been microfilming birth, marriage, and death records from 
all over the world. The films are available to anyone through 
any local Mormon Genealogy Society for a small fee. The title 
is Germany Westfalen, St. Andreas Ramsbeck. The film numbers 
are 1052041, 1052042, and 1052043. 


Ramsbeck was a farming community. St. Andreas Cath-' 
olic church stands in a neighboring town, Velmede, parish of 
Meschede. There was a nearby mining operation. Ramsbeck was a 
small town in a valley that was completely destroyed during WW IT. 
Ramsbeck has been rebuilt on the side of a hill near the original 






site.

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St. Andreas’ churchbook was filmed by the Mormons 
in 1976. Privacy is protected for one hundred years so entries 
after 1876 are blacked out. The churchbook starts in 1658. 
This was only ten years after the end of the Thirty Years War. 
The early entries did not use full names and are not as complete 
in declaring parentage as the later entries. Whether out of 
guilt or religious disapproval, a first child, if conceived or 
born before a marriage, was not always registered in the church- 
book. Church record dates used were most probably baptismal 
dates rather than actual birth dates. Actual birth dates were 


not recorded as such. 


Latin was used until the 1800's; entries were then 
made in German. The Latin abbreviation for Johannes is Joes. 
The German abbreviations run the gamut: Joan, Johan, and Joh are 
the most common. The marriages between 1745 and 1776 are noted 
in the churchbook as being missing. These missing marriages and 
other incomplete entries caused a small embarrassment for our 
family left in Germany during the Nazi regime. A family chart, 

or ‘Ahnen Tafel’, was required back five generations to prove 
the pure blood ancestry for the marriage of Maria Margralane 
Elisabeth Bruggemann to Dr. Willi Oster of Bonn. These first 
researchers in 1936 may have written the rather misleading notes 
added to the original churchbook. Imagine their surprise and 
concern when they read the page noting the thirty one years of 
marriage entries missing. They could only find Mathius' second 
marriage naming Anton and Anna Catherine Nieffeling as his par- 
ents; nothing on his first marriage or his parents' marriage. 
They must have shrugged their shoulders, made a guess, and then 


figured no one else would bother to look. 


The records before the gdp are fairly clear.

Antonius Theodoreus' older brother, Joes Casparus, was married 
on 11 Jul 1735 to Maria Theresia Hengesback of Schederberg and 
they had a son they named Joh Anton born on 20 Dec 1746. The 
researchers for the Ahnen Tafel in 1936 listed this Joh Anton 
as the father of Mathius. From the dates found in the records 
and gapping generations 25 to 30 years apart, it is more logical 
that Antonius Theodoreus was the father of Mathius. 


Grandfather Antonii was born at the end of the devastating 

Thirty Years War. More than one-hundred years it took for Germany 
to recover. Only two marriage entries and six birth entries 
remain of this period. The birth entries for Johannes' children 
tell a story. Both Catherine Margareta and Joes Casparus just 
list the father as Joes Bruggemann but Antonius Theodoreus' 

entry uses Johannes Drosten born Bruggemann. Elisabeth Welters 
may have had to remarry Drosten to raise her children if her 
husband, Antonii, had died at an early age. 


Sometime in 1767 or 1768 a son of Anton Bruggemann and Anna 
Catherine Nieffeling named Mathius, married Catherine Elisabeth 
Hucker. They had five children. A few years after the youngest 
girl was born, Catherine Elisabeth Hucker died. Later that 
spring, Mathius took a second wife to care for his children. 
Mathius married Gertrud Sauerwaldt of Ostwig, the daughter of 
Jodici Sauerwaldt and Anna Elisabeth Deilinghoff. Witnessing 
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the event were Frederico Hanxleden and Joanne Jodoco Cathol. 
Mathius and Gertrud had three children; the first lived 114 
years, the second lived not quite 2 years, and the third lived 
16 years. After an accident during harvesting, Mathius died of 
a rupture at sixty-six years of age. Mathius died the same 
year that Napoleon conquered Germany. Napoleon's brief rule 
changed the German frontier into a nation as Germans tried 

to unite their land.

Mathius' oldest son, Joes Herman Anton, married 1 Jun 1794 to 
Elisabeth Hanxleden. They had four children:

Elisabeth Hanxleden died 11 Jun 1819 @ forty two years old.

Franz 
Caspar married Catherine Burmann on 24 Oct 1833 and had seven 
children:

Mathius' second son, Joes Georg Francis Adam had no other infor- 
mation given. He might have died as an infant as custom was to 
give the same name to a next child. Mathius' third son was 

Joes Franz Adam. 


Johannes Franz Adam, youngest son of Mathius and Catherine 
Hucker, born 4 Sep 1774 in Berlar was baptised Catholic in 
Velmede and christened Adam. He married Theresia Klagges on 

11 Sep 1809. Theresia's parents were Joann Heinrich Klagges 

and Anna Maria Manke. To Adam and Theresia came six children. 
Johannes Franz Adam Bruggemann died of chest complaints in Berlar 
on 9 Apr 1824. His youngest son was only three years old. Adam 
was a farmer and a miner only fifty years old. He was survived 
by four of his children. 


Children of Johannes Franz Adam and Theresia Klagges: 


Maria Theresia was born 27 Apr 1810, she died Frau Eickhoch on 
7 Sep 1853 at forty three years of age. 


Anna Maria Catherine was born 1 Mar 1812 and died an infant. 
Joh Lorenz was born 23 May 1814. 


Maria Wilhelmina was born 23 Oct 1816 and died 12 Feb 1827, 
only ten and one-half years old. 


Florenz Adam was born 17 Sep 1819 at 6 p.m. and died fifteen 
days later on 2 Oct 1819 and was buried two days later. 


Joh Franz was born 16 Feb 1821. 


Joh Franz Adam's oldest son, Joh Lorenz, married Maria Clemen- 
tine Stappert on 22 Apr 1837. He was twenty-two and she was 
twenty-three. Her parents were Joh Adam Stappert and Maria 
Margantha Schulte. Maria Clementine was the oldest of five 
siblings: Maria Bernadine, twins Joh Adam and Maria Elisabeth, 
and Maria Josephine. Maria Clementine Stappert was born on 

8 Sep 1813 to Wulmeringhausen. Lorenz and Clementine had four 
girls. About a month after the marriage the first child, 
Theresia was born @ 23 May 1837 and died two years later on 

8 Aug 1839. This birth was not recorded probably because of 
the recent marriage. 


Catherine born 4 Jan 1839 married Anton Stappert on 26 Nov 1865 
and they lived in Olsberg. 
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Josephine was born 21 Sep 1841 and married Jos Schulte Borgardt 
living in Oberhenneborn until her death 19 Mar 1893. 


Theresia was born 5 Nov 1843 and married Jos Willmes on 
17 Aug 1869 and lived in Fickel. 


Three months before the fourth child, Theresia, was born Joh 
Lorenz had died of pneumonia. He died on 9 Aug 1843, only 
twenty-nine years two months and sixteen days old. 


Johannes Franz Adam's second son, Joh Franz, after one year 
grieving the death of his older brother Lorenz, married his 
brother's widow, Maria Clementine Stappert. Johannes Franz was 
twenty three years nine months old when he married Clementine, 
who was now thirty one years two months and eight days old. 
Their marriage on 16 Nov 1844 was witnessed by Anton Klagges 
and Franz Hegener. Born to Franz and Clementine were four 
children: 

FRANZ ~ born 24 May 1846, died 22 Apr 1905 

Adam —- born 28 Apr 1849, died 18 May 1925 

Florentine - born 19 May 1852 


Elisabeth — born 10 May 1855, died 10 Jun 1856 
and was buried three days later. 


The birth of Elisabeth was too much for Maria Clementine 
Stappert and she died 14 Jun 1855 in Berlar. She was forty- 
one years, nine months and six days at the time of her death 
and she was survived by seven children. A year later Elisabeth 
also died. After two years grieving his wife, Clementine, 
Joh Franz remarried on 14 Nov 1857 at thirty six years of age 
taking his second wife, Anna Margantha Branckmann. She was 
forty three years old at the time of the wedding. Nine years 
later Johannes Franz died 1 Sep 1866. Franz, like his father 
Adam, was a farmer and a miner. He was forty-five years old 
and was buried on 4 Sep 1866. 


Johann Franz kept transactions written in a book, found in the 
memorabilia of his granddaughter, Tillie Miesen. The entries 
kept track of time worked in the fields, wood gathered, loads 
hauled, goods purchased, and payments made by his neighbors for 
this work. Johann Franz was thirty five years old when he 
started the book in 1856 and his son FRANZ was only ten years 
old. Johann Franz used mostly ink, writing in a small tight 
script. Entries were made using pencil by Johann Franz and some 
by FRANZ as he learned to write in his father's book the jobs 

he had done. 


Several entries are for Caspar Bruggemann. These start in 
1858 and run yearly up to 1866. Franz Caspar was ten years 
older than his cousin, Johann Franz. Between 1862 and 1864

working under Caspar's entries were Johann Franz' children, 
FRANZ, Adam, and Florentine. In 1863 Caspar's daughter, 
Theresia gets nine pieces of cloth and thread to make three 
dresses. Most entries are for other people in the community 
that Johann Franz had dealings with; in Berlar, Georg Kreutzmann, 
Lorenz Cathol, Johann Stehling, Franz Cathol, and Caspar 
Kreutzmann; in Bluggelscheid, Anton Schulte; and in Ramsbeck, 
Caspar Hanxleden and August Gordes. Two entries, needing 
further research, made in 1866 might be relatives, Franz 
Bruggemann in Alexander and Anton Bruggemann in Bodefeld. 


Johann Franz wrote down a joke in 1865 and a bit of philosophy 
in 1866, the year of his death. FRANZ, now twenty years old, 
continued the book using ink, yet still relying on his pencil. 
FRANZ continues with his father's clients for eight years, 
adding Johann Wulf of Oberelspe in 1871, picking up Caspar 
again in 1872, and making the last transaction entry in 1874.

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The first page of this is missing from the 
journal. This page is a continuation listing 
various home remedies. 

Calcium Carbonate for stomach distress, 
Arsenic for dropsey, and quinine for lymph 
problems. 
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From 20 Oct 1880 to 15 Mar 1881, this calendar 

dates to the time of FRANZ' emmigration to America. 
The calendar has days and half days marked with 
every seventh day unmarked. This may have just kept 


track of the ocean voyage or maybe time worked on 
board ship. 
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Brueggemann Birthdays 
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These were the dates used on the headstones eat 
the Zell, South Dakota, St. Mary's cemetery. 


The date Fabr 24 - 1852 is probably her baptismal 
date. State records show her birthdate as 
i9 Fey 16524 
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The first born of Johann Franz and Maria Clementine Stappert, 
FRANZ, married CATHERINE VOLLMERS on 4 Jan 1875. She was the 
daughter of Eberhard Vollmers born on 19 Feb 1852. FRANZ and 
CATHERINE's first born was a son, Franz, born 25 Apr 1877 at 

3 a.m. The second child was Maria born 14 Feb 1879 at 2:30 a.m. 


On 11 Aug 1880 FRANZ Bruggemann, now thirty four years two months 
old, was granted permission to emmigrate from Germany to America 
with his wife CATHERINE Vollmers age twenty nine, Frank Jr., 
three years old, and Maria just one year old. They came to 
America as part of the third and smallest of the great waves of 
German immigrants. FRANZ AND CATHERINE arrived in New York in 
March of 1881. Four years after their journey across the Atlantic 
ocean, the statue of Liberty would stand in New York harbor to 
welcome the ships that brought many people to the freedom and 
frontier of America. 


They moved westward to Mankato, Minnesota and stayed with Franz' 
sister, Florentine, and her husband, Anton Balckenhohl (spelled 
Balkenhol in America). Florentine and Anton had arrived in 
America shortly before Franz and were living in Mankato where 
Anton had relatives. The children of Florentine and Anton 
Balckenhohl were: Maria who died 14 Sep 1891, Theresia, Joseph 
born 11 Feb 1891, John, Bertha, and Tony. 


While in Mankato, Franz and Catherine had their third child, 
Anna on 14 Sep 1881. Franz applied for citizenship in Mankato 
on 6 Nov 1882. Franz and family moved further west in 1883 to 
Faulk county and settled in Zell, South Dakota. In Zell, they 
had seven more children: William, twins Andrew and Lenhardt, 
Emma, Veronica, Rosa and Mathilda. Franz was naturalized in 
South Dakota on 4 Apr 1900, just five years before his death. 
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Staying in Germany, the youngest son of Joh Franz and Maria 
Clementine Stappert was Adam. 


Adam was born 28 Apr 1849 in Berlar and was baptised Catholic 

2 May 1849. He died 18 May 1925, a carpenter in Grumme-Bochum. 
He was married 19 Feb 1876 to Maria Margralane Fleige, who was 
born 21 Aug 1855 in Ludervich. She died 15 Jul 1928 in Grumme- 
Bochum.

It was letters saved by Tillie Miesen from our German relatives 
written after the World War II that allowed us to find Luisa. 


In 1976 while in the United States Air Force stationed in 
Germany, my parents, Edward and Jean, spent two weeks with me 
trying to locate relatives and finally meeting Luisa Kayenburg 
(born Bruggemann). She provided copies of her records. These 
were state and church records and her sister's Ahnen Tafel. 
She told us that she knows of no surviving male descendants 

of Franz and Clementine Stappert left in Germany. The last 
was killed over Leningrad during WW II. 


Luisa was very happy to hear of the large Brueggeman clan in 
America. Luisa's aunt, Ida Schmelter, lives in a nursing 
home in Dortmund, Germany. Two of Luisa's daughters now live 
in the United States with their husbands. 
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As hard as life was in Germany, it must have been very difficult 
to cross an ocean never again to see family and friends left 
behind in the homeland and start a new life in a new land. 
Taming the German frontier demanded much from the German people. 
Yet, our family before us had their joys and with the help of 
the loving God, they survived. 


Franz and Catherine Vollmers Brueggemann could be proud that 
their courageous move to the American frontier gave our family 
the opportunity to prosper and grow. 


A special heartfelt thanks must go to Mary Scheideman born 
Brueggeman. Mary has taken on the monumental task of compiling 
the history of the Brueggeman family in America, over 400 
direct descendants of Franz Bruggemann and Catherine Vollmers 
and still growing. Mary has given our family a wonderful gift 
by publishing her efforts and the many contributions into these 


pages.

- INTRODUCTION - 


One day a man said to me, "I left the old 
country and came to the United States for a better 
life when I was 16. That was the last time I saw my 
parents or any of my other relatives", 


Somewhat enchanted by this statement, I began 
to think of my own grandparents. They too left the 
"old country' for a better way of life. A little older 
perhaps, but nevertheless, their farewells were final 
upon their departure from Germany in 1880. [In tribute 
to their courage and in gratitude for the legacy of my 
precious United States of America citizenship, these 
pages of reflection and history are dedicated to 
FRANZ AND CATHARINA BRUEGGEMANN. 


There is no possible way that written word can 
wholly describe the many sacrifices our forefathers 
endured to make our present day lives enriched as they 
are, even if this information were obtainable. 


To trace the family history before their immi- 
gration from Germany to America has indeed taken many 
hours of searching and study on the part of Edward and 
Jean Brueggeman and their son, Richard. Much gratitude 
to them for their labors of love. 


As written by Richard Brueggeman in the first 
part of this book, the historical account of the German 
Empire and of our people from the 17th century forward 
is heart rendering. Clearly, the Germans were burdened 
with the impact of wars, famine, religious strife and 
epidemics of illnesses and death for years unending. 
Life held much misery and little opportunity from gener- 
ation to generation. Is there any doubt that within 
the hearts of many parents was a touch of mixed feeling 
when their siblings left them to seek a better life in 
another land? 


Their faith, zeal and ambition had to have been 
insuperable. Pray that this foundation will sustain 
Our present generation and those generations to come, 
with the desire to keep America a great place in which 
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to serve God and fellow-man in peace. 


This second part, is a compilation of records 
(proof-read by contributors), documentations and 
pictures furnished by the family descendants of Franz 
and Catharina (nee Vollmers) Brueggemann from the 
year 1880 through April 30, 1986. Very few early 
records were kept as a matter of genealogical purpose. 
What has been put together henceforth has not been 
professionally researched. It should be considered 
a writing of memory with as much accuracy as possible, 
lest ALL should be lost with the passing of time. 
Suspecting that the modern young descendant of 
BRUEGGEMAN ancestry has a rather blurred vision of 
"our people", this collection of data and fact is 
intended to bond, once again, what time and growth 
has separated. 


One would be remiss to disregard thinking of 
the opportunities overlooked by not asking parents, 
uncles and aunts more about our ancestors while they 
were still living and young enough, yet old enough, 
to have all the answers. No doubt we were all too 
busy thinking about the present and dreaming of the 
future to be concerned with the past. 


The first of the Franz Brueggemanns' to use 
the English version "Frank" was Franz the 3rd, born 
April 25, 1877 in Germany and raised in the U. S. 
Also, it was he and his brother Bill (William) who 
decided to drop the double 'n' from the Brueggemann 
name. In German, our surname is written with the 
umlaut (the double dot indicating a vowel in the 
German script). The umlaut softens the sound and is 
pronounced with lips rounded. On the naturalization 
papers (pages 25 and 26) the'umlaut u' was misunder- 


stood as an 'i'. Because of this kind of misunder- 
' ' 


standing Germans dropped the dots and added the ‘e 
after the vowel. 


Because of the fact that the children of 
FRANZ (the first American citizen Franz Brueggemann) 
were the last generation to be born and baptised with 
the double 'n' Brueggemann name, the double 'n' is 
being used herein even though it was dropped for 
ordinary usage; also, as a matter of keeping that 


generation separate from those following. Thus you 
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will note the surname BRUEGGEMANN for Frank, Mary 
(Naber), Anna, William, Andrew, Leonhard, Emma, Veronica 
(Wieseler), Rosa (Schaefer) and Matilda (Miesen). 


Names at the top of the pages which are under- 
scored with one line indicate that person is of the 
first generation after Franz and Catharina. Names 
underscored with two lines are those of the second 
generation. Third generation names have no underline 
at all. 


The purpose of incorporating pictures was to 
enliven what otherwise would be mere names and dates. 
Whenever possible a separate page was made for each 
married person. In some instances, however, you will 
find them listed on the same page as their parents. 


Do not overlook the fact that the very first 
line below the name on each page indicates that individ- 
uals inherited placement. The balance of the page is a 
brief resume of his/her life. Please refer to the 
index at the end of the book for specific names and page 
locations. Refer to the yellow 'family divider’ insert 
pages to find your individual family tree. 


My deepest appreciation to all those of my 
"extended family" who contributed their time, effort 
and materials to make this record possible.

CATHARINA (Vollmers) BRUEGGEMANN 


HOW MANY WAYS ARE THERE TO SPELL A NAME.....AND WHICH WAY IS 
THE CORRECT WAY? 


Spelled CATHARINA by her father Eberhard Vollmers in a letter 
(circa 1900), and on the back of her first communion holy card 
(treasured by great-granddaughter Kathryn O'Donnell), it is 
reasonable to assume the spelling CATHARINA to be correct. 
German State Birth Records list her full name as MARIA CATHARINA 
nee VOLLMERS. Immigration papers list her name as KATHARINA. 


Sometime during the 1950's, William "Bill" Brueggemann (second 
son of Franz and Catharina) placed a tombstone on their graves 
in the St. Mary's Catholic cemetery in Zell, South Dakota, 

with their names inscribed "Franz and Kathryn". As a matter of 
identification between this record and the grave marker, 
CATHARINA and KATHRYN are one and the same person. 


The list goes on.....KATHRYINE, KATHERINE and even KATARINA. 


Spelling a name phonetically seemed to be common practice in 
the 1800's.

I've been trying to recall the "pioneer stories" I 
was told as a child. 


I remember Mother (Tillie Miesen) telling me that 
Grandma Catharina (also spelled Kathryn) Brueggemann's mother 
died when she was very young and she went to live and take care 
of a blind Aunt. Her father came to visit her there. I don't 
recall her ever mentioning brothers or sisters as she referred 
to herself as an orphan. 


The first to leave Germany (seeking a better life than 
working in the coal mines) was Grandpa Franz Brueggemann's 
sister and husband, Bertha and Tony Balkenhol. Bertha and Tony 
went to Mankato, Minnesota but by the time they arrived there, 
all the Minnesota land was already homesteaded so they lived and 
worked in the town. They wrote back to Franz and Catharina to 
join them as it was 'great in America’. 


Franz and Catharina already had two children and there-— 
fore were more cautious about going to a strange land. Their 
children were Frank and Mary. (Today, I am grateful for the 
spirit of faith and hope which prompted and challenged them to 
assume the risks of coming to America:) 


On coming to America in 1880, Franz and Catharina stay- 
ed in Minnesota for a little over two years. Franz cut trees in 
the woods and they saved their money so they could homestead in 
South Dakota, which, at that time, was the only available land 
left in the United States for homesteading. The states of Iowa, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin filled up first as there was more rain- 
fall, trees, lakes and water available. 


Their land was near Zell, South Dakota. It is located 
14 miles West and 2 miles South of Zell. The land near Zell was 
settled mostly by people of German Catholic descent. They endured 
all the early hardships of pioneers, their first home being a 
sod shanty. I have often wondered if all these hardships was 
perhaps the reason Anna (3rd child) was born with curvature of 
the spine and developed a-hump on her back in later years. 
However, she was a great, intelligent lady and a second mother 
to the younger children in the family when Franz died at the early 
age of 59. Upon his death, the management of the farm was left 
to Catharina and her three sons Frank, William (Bill) and Andrew. 
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Matilda (which was my mother "Tillie") was the youngest and was 
little more than 64 years old when Franz died. Apparently his 
death was due to lung complications which could partly have been 
from working in the coal mines during his earlier years. With 
modern medicines his life, no doubt, could have been lengthened 
to a ripe old age! 


The farm produced crops of wheat, barley and corn. 
They raised their own livestock: cows, horses, pigs and some 
sheep for wool. The Brueggemans' were hard working, frugal, 
intelligent people and fared well on their farm. A new house 
was built and when the three boys grew older, Frank moved to the 
town of Zell and operated a mercantile store with the help of 
Anna. Mary married Herman Naber and moved to Polo, South Dakota, 
30 miles from home but a great distance in the horse and buggy 
days: Frank married Catherine "Katie" Hoesing, sold the store 
shortly after their marriage and eventually settled on a farm 
near Polo, next to the Nabers. 


Grandma Brueggemann retired, built a house in Zell and 
left the farm to Bill, Anna and Emma. Andrew went to business 
college in Mankato, Minnesota and too, eventually ended up on a 
farm near Polo. Rose and Veronica married Polo people so most 
of the Brueggemann family located and raised their children near 


Polo. 
When Emma was 18 and engaged to be married, she was 


stricken very suddenly with a stroke (or equivalent....maybe 
polio) and was paralized on one side and left with a speech im- 
pairment. She learned to walk, dragging one leg, and could be 
understood although she could not speak in complete sentences. 
She was a happy, cheerful person and her duties on the farm were 
taking care of the chickens, an important job in those days as 
the eggs were taken to town in crates and exchanged for grocer- 
ies. Although she had only one usable arm, she managed every 
household chore including sweeping the floor. She was a marvel 
for us to watch as children and she was always so interested in 
friends and family. 


Another new house was built on the farm, the house I 
remember best. When Anna died in 1944, Bill and Emma moved to 
Zell and retired in the house Grandma Brueggemann had built 
earlier when she retired from the farm. Emma had fallen a short 
time before this and broke her hip, thus was confined to a wheel 
chair. Bill lived by himself for the few years that he survived 
after Emma's death. The farm was sold. 


In 1939 my father (Peter Miesen) purchased the same 
mercantile store, bringing it back into the family once more. 
My brother Albert and his wife Delores are current owners. The 
building was replaced and the business moved to a new location 
in 1971. 


These are cherished memories!

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WHAT HAPPENED TO THE BALKENHOL FAMILY? 


Grandfather Franz Brueggemann's sister, Florentine, (born 
May 19, 1852), married Anton Balkenhol in Germany and immigrated 
to this country in the late 1870's. (Formal German spelling is 
BALCKENHOHL) They settled in Mankato, Minnesota. There is 
record of six children: Maria (died Sept.14, 1891), Theresia, 
Joseph (born Feb. 1, 1891), John, Bertha and Tony. Pictured 
on the next page are Joe and Theresia, also spelled Teresa. 


Telephone directories of Mankato and Montgomery, Minnesota 
do not list the name Balkenhol. Further research has not been 
made. These pictures are inserted here with the hope that they 
might someday be the relationship identity key needed to establish 
proof positive in reuniting our families.

THE FRANK BRUEGGEMANN FAMILY 


The following "story" of the family was told by 
Lawrence (Pat) Brueggeman in May, 1985: 


Grandfather Franz worked in a coal mine in Germany and was tired 
of that kind of work. Seeking a better life for himself and his 
family, he came to the United States with his brother-in-law, 
Anton Balkenhol, in 1880 (which would have made his age about 34). 
They first stopped in Mankato, Minnesota. Leaving Mankato, 

they left the Balkenhols',Tony, Bertha, Teresa, John and Joe, in 
Minnesota and came to Zell, South Dakota. I don't know what 
brought them to Zell. They settled on a farm 14 miles West and 

2 miles South of Zell. Franz died on the farm. Grandma stayed 
there for some time before moving to Zell where she built a large 


house. Bill, Anna and Emma continued to operate the farm. 


Mom (Katie, later known as Catherine) and Dad (Frank) met in - 
the city of Redfield, South Dakota, where Mom was working in a 
restaurant. She had moved there from Nebraska to work. After 
their marriage, they operated the Zell Mercantile store for a 
year or so, thereafter moving to Aberdeen, So.Dak., where Dad 
worked in a General Mercantile store for a couple of years. 
Leonard was born in Aberdeen. They then moved to a farm approx. 

4 miles from Bowdle where they lived for a couple of years during 
which Norbert and I were born. 


Anna and Emma (Dad's sisters) wanted the folks to be nearer the 
rest of the family so they rented their land near Polo to Dad. 
Then the folks bought a quarter of land from Andrew, I believe, 
and built the home place(where we raised our family and where 
Melvin and Alan live now). This was in 1916. This place is 
more particularly described as the SW of Sec. 25, Range 115, 
Twp. 69 located exactly 12 miles north, 5 miles west, 3 miles 
north and + mile east of Miller, South Dakota. 


On moving to the home place near Polo which I just described, they 
built a temporary home and a barn. In 1918 they built the present 
home in which some (my grandchildren) of the fourth generation of 
Brueggemans are being raised. The sidewalk mark shows "1919" but 
the sidewalk was put in after the house was built. 


Frank, Joe, Arnold, Mary, Edward and William (Pete) were born in 
Polo. The "old house" as we now refer to it, holds many child- 
hood memories for all of us until the year 1934. 


The 1930's were known in Dakota as "the dirty thirties" or the 
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"dust bowl era" of the pre-Roosevelt administration. The years 
1933 to 1936 were very dry....the drought era during the depress- 
ion. Money was short and times were really bad. I can remember 
burning cow chips (manure) in the furnace for heat. The drought 
began and the dust started blowing in 1933. My cousin Earl Noecker 
of Hartington, Nebraska and I went to Iowa to pick corn to earn 
money. JI also worked for Joe Lammers (our neighbor) putting in 
his crop for 25¢ a day about 1934 or 1935. 


Times were really tough. The farm (at Polo) was mortgaged through 
the Rural Credit but bankruptcy forced Mom and Dad to go west in 
1934 towards the orchards in Washington where they had hoped to 
find work and a better living. My brother Leonard and I stayed 

on the farm with a couple of hundred bucks left in the bank, eleven 
mortgaged cows and an empty cupboard with the hopes that we could 
eke out a living somehow or another and save the farm. 


Dad and Mom got as far as Idaho where they renewed acquaintances 
with a man named Joe Muller in Coeur d'Alene. They had met him 
in 1933 when they "scouted" the west on a trip with Mary Naber 
and the Gaspers of Polo. 


From here on my brother Joe can better tell the story of what 
happened out west. 





Recollections by Joe Brueggeman, January, 1986: 


After reading Pat's remarkable accounting, (incidentally, I cannot 
remember ever calling him Lawrence) I find myself at a loss as 

to fully remember and describe the efforts put forth as a family 

in beginning life anew in Idaho. With the rapid passing of four 
brothers between May of 1965 and September of 1985, I suddenly 

find myself being the eldest, followed by sister Mary, and brothers 
Ed and Pete (William) each of whom may recall something I've 
forgotten. 


And the story continues....... 

We were befriended by Mr. Joe Muller upon arrival in Coeur d'Alene, 
and invited to live in a small three room house across the alley 
from his more recently built home. This small house had long been 
abandoned and was used as a storage shed. With a fair bit of work 
by Mother and Dad, it became our somewhat comfortable home for 
approximately two years. 


The first bit of good fortune befell us soon after arrival in 
Coeur d'Alene. To fill in the background of this good fortune, 
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I must relate that the Immaculate Heart of Mary Catholic Nuns 
from Scranton, Pa., had previously fallen heir to four very, very 
large barricks from Old Fort Sherman which were located what was 
then one-half mile West of town. It was an Army Post during the 
settling of the West. These barricks were approximately one- 
hundred feet long and two floors high, with the old fashioned ten 
foot high ceilings. After being moved to the center of town by 
volunteer help (the location of which is 10th and Indiana Avenue) 
the buildings were converted into a convent for the Sisters and 
class rooms for a parochial school to be known as the Academy of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary. 


These buildings were in dire need of paint and minor repair. 
Looking for work, Frank Brueggeman and his sons were the men for 
the job! Thirsting for every vital brush of paint applied by 
Dad, Norbert and Frank, the paint and repair job was completed. 


Money being a problem at the time, the Nuns traded six lots of 
ground (one-half of a city block) as principle part of payment 

to the folks for the painting of their buildings. Accepted!!..... 
aS a venture in real estate for the future. It was on two of 

these six lots that our next two homes were built. The first in 
1936,building as the money could be earned and saved by Dad,Norbert 
and Frank,Jr. These are the So. lots of the 1300 blk,Indiana Ave. 


In 1938 Dad began building a nicer and larger home. This was 

to be a spare-time project, but he did not live to complete this 
dream, passing away in 1939 from a combination of flu, pneumonia 
and pleurisy. This same combination of diseases plus strep—throat 
and measles involved most of the family at the time of Dad's 
illness and death. The epidemic left Norbert with a weak heart. 
Our practical nurse, Irene Freitag, later became Norbert's wife. 
(Incidentally, she accepted the request of the church's Altar 
Society to help us, through the goodness of her heart. Her time 
was limited being a student at the local Beautician School.) 

Irene encouraged Norbert to join in her trade as a Beautician. 
This he did, and was well respected in his trade before succumbing 
to cancer in 1965, four years after Mother's passing due to a 
massive heart attack. 


After Dad's death, Frank Jr. completed the unfinished home before 
joining the Construction Battalion "C B's" of the United States 
Navy in 1942, near the beginning of World War II. Within nine 
months of service, having suffered the loss of an eye in the line 
of duty, he was honorably discharged and later went to work for 
the U.S. Postal Service as a rural carrier. At the time of his 
appointment, he was the only one-eyed man ever to be hired as a 
rural carrier by the government. After his retirement from the 
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Postal Service, Frank received a commendation from the United 
States government for traveling over one million accident free 
miles while on duty. Quite some fete for ANY driver, not to 
mention the handicap of having only one eye! 


After the house at 1324 Indiana Avenue was finished, Mother 

lived there until 1946 with Frank, Joe, Mary, Ed and Pete. 

During that period, Frank and Joe went into the Navy, Mary 

sought employment in Pullman, WA, and Ed went to South Dakota 

to help Leonard and Pat with their increasing farm work. Follow- 
ing their marriage in 1940, Norbert and Irene lived in Oregon. 
Only Pete was still at home and moved with Mother into the small- 
er house at 314 N. Eleventh Street in 1946. 


Mother was an untiring, resourceful and creative lady. She 
could 'fix' anything from a sore finger to an electric toaster. 
Her inherent love of wood is a legacy enjoyed by most of her 
children and even grandchildren. She had three grades of educa- 
tion in Menominee, Nebraska where she grew up. "....the equival- 
ent of 8 grades in the 1930's" she always said. However, she 
went through both grade and high school many times by helping 
each one of her eight living children with school homework every 
night of the school year. Math was her forte. Both my parents 
loved music. They loved to dance and play penochle. They enjoy- 
ed flowers and plants. Up to the time of her death, Mother still 
raised a large garden (complete with strawberries). Much of her 
retirement was spent visiting her elderly neighbors and friends, 
grateful that her own good health enabled her to be both friend 
and companion to them. All of her grandchildren were close to 
her, especially since she was able to travel to So. Dak. to 

know those too who lived at that distance. 


After Dad passed away, Mother worked hard to keep-food on the 
table. She washed many a dish at the Sugar Bowl restaurant to 
earn our living and enough points under the Social Security pro- 
gram to garner a monthly check during her retirement years. 


She passed away in 1961. Both she and Dad are buried side by 
side in the St. Thomas Catholic cemetery in Coeur d'Alene, Idaho. 


This summarizes the family history as to life in "the far West" 
up to the present living members of the family. From this point 
forward, how better to register the facts than by the living 
members themselves with their own personal narrative written 
within these pages of history.

(by the name of Dick Anderson) took to the road to seek employ- 
ment and their fortunes: They traveled as far as northern 
California, then turned back to settle in Coquille, Oregon where 
they worked in a lumber yard/saw mill. For living quarters, he 
built a very small compact house-trailer which was his pride and 
joy of ownership. 


In March of 1939 he was called home (to Coeur d'Alene, 
Idaho) by the death of his father. While there, he contracted 
strep throat and pneumonia. It was at this time that we met. 
Five of his family were ill and needed 24-hour medical care for 
several weeks after the funeral. The church's Altar Society 
president had asked me to help them. I wasn't very happy to 
accept because I had just finished my course at the Beauty School 
and was anxiously bound for my home in Cottonwood, Idaho. I 
reasoned how grateful I would have been if my own Mother would 
have needed this act of love and there was someone to accept 
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such a call. I stayed to help this family in need. Little did 
I know that lying in one of those beds was my knight in shining 
armour: Fifteen months later Norbert and I were married. Our 
first home was the house-trailer that he had built earlier in 
Coquille, Oregon. 


The illness left Norbert with a weakened heart condi- 
tion. The U.S. Army listed his health status as 4-F and there- 
fore was not accepted into the service for World War II. 


We moved to Portland, Oregon for a short stay. Our 
son Gary was born there. 


In 1944 we decided to try our luck in farming, so we 
moved to southern Idaho near the town of Nampa. This dream did 
not materialize profitably. Thus, in 1946 Norbert started 
Beauty School in Spokane, WA. after which he joined me in my 
profession. Our first shop was in Coeur d'Alene, then in 
Wallace, Idaho and later returning to Coeur d'Alene where I still 
own and operate the "Beauty Center" in the basement of my home. 
We worked side by side for twenty years. 


Mary Patricia was born to us on July 30, 1956. She 
was born Mongoloid. Five weeks after she was born, our son 
Gary left home to attend a seminary high school, preparing him- 
self to become a Priest. The new baby was a joy but the sorrow 
we felt in his leaving was deeper. It was his decision and we 
abided by. it inspite of our sadness and lonesomeness. Norbert 
adored this little girl but Gary claimed the biggest corner of 
her heart during his visits home. She would not have been the 
same person had Gary not been such a contributing part of her 
life, loving and teaching her many things. 


Doctors diagnosed her as being incapable of training 
or teaching. Thus the struggle began, to convince ‘people in 
the know’ that she was indeed capable of learning. We began 
developing her muscles and her brain from the time of her birth. 
She learned by repetition. By seven years of age she was learn- 
ing the sounds of the alphabet. By eight she could read first 
grade level. Next we taught her phonics, arithmetic, geography 
and spelling. 


Norbert died of cancer in 1965. Mary Pat continued 
to progress with much tutoring. Now at 29 years of age, she 
plays the piano, types, cooks, reads and writes. She has a 
very good relationship with life itself and her communication 
with people is adequate. She loves herself the way God made 
her and is confident that the whole world loves her as well. 
As long as I live she will remain at home with me. It is com- 
forting, however, to know that she is able to live and be on 
her own at the Coeur d'Alene Homes, a home in Coeur d'Alene 
where mostly the elderly live. 
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The greatest achievement in our lives are our two 
children. Gary is a loving and beautiful person, capable of 
managing people in a loving manner with feeling and care, which 
is especially essential in his profession. 


My life for the twenty years since my dear husband's 
death has to a great extent been an extension of his influence 
and presence. He was a man of conviction and principle which he 
would never betray for money, prestige or any other reason, and 
was thus respected by all for his personable forthright character. 


My own strength in life has always been in God, know- 
ing He was always twisting, changing and pulling my life down 
rough ways and up smooth ways, but always for the better and the 
best. I am still able to work full time, keep my house, do the 
yard work and even such things as to paint the house when it 
needs to be done. With my goal of ten more years of steady work 
in my shop, I probably will retire (after fifty years of work) 
at the age of 80!

NOTES: Arnold died at the age of 54 years from cancer of

Very little was known about cancer or its treatment at that 
time. Removal by surgery in December of 1925 was tried to no 
avail in St. Mary's hospital in Pierre, South Dakota. 


Stories told in loving remembrance by his mother revealed 
that he was a very likable and sweet child; slow to anger and 
loved by all with whom he came in contact. The nurses and 
doctors at the hospital were always extra good to him because 
of his temperament and personality. 


It is remembered by his next older brother Joe, that 
Arnold had a very intimate love for a crucifix. He passed away 
smiling with this constant companion clutched in his little 
hands. 


The tombstone in Mount Calvary cemetery is erroneously 
engraved 1923 - 1927. It should read 1921 - 1927. 
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"JUST A YESTERDAY AGO..."

South Dakota was my "world" from 1924 until 1934 and it will | 
always be a very special place. It was there that I first learn- 
ed the value of simple living and life as a complete family. 


My parents worked hard with their heads, their hearts and their 
hands. They were strong believers in the dignity of labor and 
they were willing to work toward their dreams. Financial necess-— 
ities caused a change in their ultimate goal, but always with a 
better tomorrow in mind. Dad passed away in 1939 before his 
dreams were accomplished but I do believe that Mom had some years 
of complete retirement and happiness. She died at the age of 75, 
living in her own home, a hugh garden to satisfy the yen of her 
"green thumbs', one city block from her church, 9 grandchildren 
and 4 of her children living within 30 miles....and a host of 
good friends. 


All of my grandparents were deceased by the time I was born so I 
have no recollections of them but it is my assumption that Grand- 
father Franz and Grandmother Catharina were raised in a rather 
affluent environment. This, to me, was evidenced by the homes 
they built and furnished near Zell after coming to America. I 
was awed as a child on visiting during the summers at Uncle Bill 
and Aunts Emma and Anna. Theirs was a house of carpets, lovely 
furniture and a beautiful organ in the parlor. This was in the 
late 1920's and early 1930's. 


It was interesting for me to learn that my father was the Post- 
master of Zell in 1904 and the City Treasurer in 1908. The 

pages copied from the book written in 1909 by Captain C. H. Ellis 
of the history of Faulk County, South Dakota, is my source of 
reference. (See page 50 of this booklet). I remember, as a child, 
that he was on the election and school board at Polo and that he 
was also very active in church affairs. 


My parents (Frank and Catherine Brueggeman) were married in 1910 
and first lived in the house that was attached to the General 
Mercantile store (see pictures on pages 55 and 293) in Zell, | 
South Dakota, which was purchased in 1904. By 1912 they had moved 
to Aberdeen and then on to Bowdle. The letter following would 
indicate that their clerk (Matt Jungworth) wanted to buy the store; 
my parents were apprehensive to sell because it was a good source 
of income. I do not know to whom or just when it was finally sold 
but Uncle Peter Miesen brought it back into the family again when 
he purchased it in the 1930's. .

Dear Mother: 


We have received your letter Friday and see 
that you made it home alright. We are still 
getting a little rain and thought you hed still 
met some on the road, also we have had much 
rain lest week. Leonard eats well in his new 
chair, also he likes to go to the pantry since 
we have received the orange box of plums from 
Nebraska. 


And now with the store. John Schulte and Jin 
Jungwirth were here last Fridsy to rent the 
store for five years. The Jim and Matt would 
like to buy out from Schulte (or already have) 
and we have promised them a lease for five 
years before we received your letter, and would 
like not to sell the store so long as it brings 
in the rent. They sought to rent the store 
without the house, but they will take both to- 
gether. 1500 Thaler rent we receive, very 
conveniently that we, so far, little or no 
other income do bring in. We would have you 
know before it comes into strange hands. 


Mrs. Gruber was very happy to receive the card 
you sent. So far we still have no priest. 
Little else I know here, going it here not 
much. Least wise I know little else going on 
here. Must now close with greetings to you 
all from 

Frank and Katie 

Also Leonard says hello to 


Grandmother 
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The folks both loved music and often turned their large country 
living and dining room into a ballroom for friends and neighbors 
to enjoy into the wee hours of the morning during the late 1920's. 


About the year 1929 or '30, my Dad brought home a magical piece 
of furniture that "talked and played music".....our first radio: 
It had a large horn speaker on the top. The main station was 
WNAX from Yankton. Mom copied down lots of recipes and Dad liked 
listening to the news. One particular evening the folks had a 
lot of company, I remember. All the men were congregated around 
this wonderful thing called a radio and were delightfully enter- 
tained all evening! 


One summer of the early '30's my parents hired a band and sponsor- 
ed barn dances in the hay loft of the barn. Brothers Leonard, 
Pat, Norbert and Frank all helped with one job or another. There 
were tickets to sell, cars to park and hamburgers to fry in a food 
stand (which was a renovated feed bin in the front right side of 
the barn). This was during the days of prohibition when it was 
unlawful to buy or sell whiskey but even so, flasks of bootleg 
whiskey went from the oat bin to under the belt at the waistline 
quicker than you could wink an eye while the hamburgers were being 
fried! 


I remember best the night a tornado struck our place just after 

the barn dance was in full swing. Luckily only the edge of the 
tornado struck the barn. Its path was evidenced by the destruction 
of the chickenhouse and corn crib.....and we had naked tornado 
plucked chickens running loose around the yard the next morning. 
The barn was filled with people and it swayed visibly from the 
velocity of the wind. Dresses were torn as women scurried down 

the crude stairway of the barn in hopes of reaching the house for 
safety. It was said that only the weight of the people kept the 
barn on its foundation. I don't believe this but one speculation 
is as good as another: Tornadoes were more common in South Dakota 
then. Many times in the middle of the night the folks would wake 
us and hurry to an underground storm cellar via the basement for 

as much safety as possible. 


My brothers and I all attended the Polo grade school except Pete, 
who started and finished in Coeur d'Alene. Leonard and Pat stayed 
with Grandmother Catharina Brueggemann in the house in Zell so 
they could attend St. Mary's school before the Polo school was 
built. Sometimes during the winters we boarded at the school in 
Polo. The Benedictine Sisters taught then and students from other 
areas attended as well and boarded there all school year. We 

only boarded during the very coldest of winters and-then only dur- 
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ing the week. One winter the Lammers , Anglins and us pooled 
horse and sleigh rides to school. Even though we bundled in 
heavy attire and cuddled under wool blankets, we were cold after 
our four mile trip to school in a sleigh. 


Christmas in Polo was exciting. After the school program of 
poems and songs, Santa came with gusto: He always had bags of 
candy for each GOOD child. Santa's helper one particular year, 
was a black (painted) man with a gunny sack over his shoulder. 
We were not used to seeing colored people....as children we only 
read about them being in the deep south. This gunny sack 
wiggled continually because it contained "the bad children" 

that Santa picked up. Not until much later did we learn that 
the content of that gunny sack was a live chicken! 


On Christmas eve before bedtime, we younger children always put 
our plates on the dining table, each at our respective place, in 
hopes Santa would fill them with candy, nuts and apples. (Good 
ole Santa, I can't remember a time he didn't find us!) Too, the 
house was decorated with crepe paper streamers and white paper 
fold-apart bells after we were solidly asleep. Christmas morning 
was a surprise! 


As time moved on, the economy of the land dwindled. My parents' 
parents had taught them well that America was the land of free- 
dom, the freedom to serve their God and to work their land without 
government intervention. Like many others, they did well in the 
1920's....they even talked of retirement, I'm told. Then came the 
depression, the Roosevelt era when government first entered the 
agricultural picture, and the "dirty thirties". Crops dried up 
due to drought and with the lack of moisture came the duststorms 
and tornadoes. Cattle were starving because there was no feed. 
This condition brought in government "help". Farmers could con- 
Sign their cattle and other livestock to the government in 

return for $15. per head for cattle and $5.00 per head for 

sheep and the like. Once consigned, they were subsequently 
killed on sight and buried in the fields. What a waste! 


I can also remember the year of the small green army worms. 
This was perhaps about 1932. These worms invaded the Dakota 
croplands stripping the land clean as they moved through. We 
kept our shoes on and the doors closed while the worms moved 
through for a couple of days. 


All this within a period of approximately twelve years. Bit 
by bit, their entire holdings were bound by fourth mortgages. 


In an effort to save what they had, my folks were prompted to 
move west, leaving their two oldest sons on the farm with hopes 
of

redeeming the farm with monies earned by their new start in life. 
They had heard of the big cattle ranches in Montana, the hills 

of Idaho and the bountiful apple orchards in Washington. In 
1933 they went west with the Raymond Gaspers and Mary Naber on 
an exploratory trip. They apparently liked what they saw and in 
1934 packed one small trailer (approx 5 x 8') of possessions 

and filled their Buick car with six of their eight children to 


. begin their journey in search of a better tomorrow. 


Our move to Idaho was traumatic, yet exciting. The mountains 

were in sharp contrast to the topography of South Dakota. There- 
fore, the one thousand miles traveled seemed an eternity. Upon 
arrival, my folks faced a strange and foreign environment, without 
a place to live, and a complete change in work related opportunit- 
ies. - Somehow the good Lord had a hand on things and life went on. 
As for me, I was lost....new friends had to be found, the schools 
were at least six months advanced in studies and it was city 
living as versus the security of the farm, close relatives and 
friends. It seemed as though my world had been divided into 

two parts, one of which I might never see again. In a few years 
the gap was closed and once again my world was one, after I had 
learned that our separation was only the range of the Rocky Mts. 


It would seem then like a story ending "happily ever after". 
This country kid didn't have two worlds at all, just a little 
wider playground in which to explore. 


And like the tumbling tumbleweeds of the northwest, my life, too, 
tumbled on from country to city to country and again to city. 
My story continues on page 133.

Agnes first moved to Ohio, then to California; Leo also lives 
in California. 


*Note: 
There is a remote possibility that Andrew's wife's given name was Veronica 


rather than Verona though recorded on their marriage certificate and announce- 
ment as well as the tombstone is "Verona''’. She was better known as "Fronie"™. 


Inasmuch as there is a Saint Veronica in the annals of the Roman Catholic 
Church, she may have been baptised as Veronica. It was a common practice 
during the 1800's and early 1900's for a child to be given the name of a 
cannonized Saint at a Catholic baptism.

"REMEMBERING" .... 


I will begin my story of my life with the things I remember 
of my childhood in South Dakota. We lived on a farm several © 
miles from any neighbor. My mother was ill most of the years 
that I remember. She was in a sanitarium in Custer, So. Dak. for 
several years. I can remember visiting her there. 
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I remember learning to ride a bicycle by Victor putting me 
on it at the top of a hill and letting me go down. It was either 
I learn to ride or go tumbling down. At the bottom of this 
slough there was a large tank filled with water for the cattle. 
One winter my brothers and I were down there and this tank was 
frozen over so I proceeded to climb on the ice but it was not 
frozen solid and I fell in, head first. Victor grabbed me by the 
foot and pulled me out. JI still remember being so cold. 


I attended Catholic boarding school at Polo for a couple ao 
years. Victor would drive us and others to school on Monday 
morning in horse and buggy or by sled in winter and back home on 
Friday. JI recall one time the horses got spooked and ran away. 
He handed the reins to someone but they dropped them and Victor 
climbed out on the tongue of the buggy and to the horses mane 
to get ahold of the reins again. He slowed them down and all 
was okay again. What a hero: Just like in the movies! 


We used to go to my Uncle Anton and Aunt Rosie's a lot. My 
cousins and us would go sleigh riding which was fun. While 
mother was in the hospital I stayed with them a great deal of 
the time. I always had a good time there but the one thing I 
didn't like was that no matter what my ailment was, even if it 
was a toe ache, Aunt Rosie gave me an enema. 


We had lots of good times as my dad loved to play cards and 
relatives and friends always came over. Dad also played the 
Jews Harp and Harmonica and we did a lot of singing like "Old 
Black Joe" and "Where Has My Little Doggie Gone". 


We didn't have much money but dad went to town (Miller) 
about once a month and brought home a ten-cent bag of candy which 
was a big treat. We only needed staple goods from town as we 
grew our own beef, muttOn and pork. Also made soap. 


We had to take our baths in a big tub in the kitchen and 
heated our water on the wood stove. We had an “out house" and 
I remember it was always so cold out there. We did have a 
pot in the house for use at night, however. Yes, we used the 
Sears Roebuck catalog in the out house. 


Our winters were very’cold. We had lots of tornados and 
when we'd hear of one coming our way we headed for the cellar 
which was several feet from the house. This happened many 
times at night. So we'd go to the cellar and pray. Next day we 
would drive around to see all the weird things that had happen- 
ed, such as iron wheels wrapped around posts and trees, houses 
blown away and just a chimney left standing. 


One of the things I used to like to do was ride horseS- We 
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would ride out in the pasture to round up cattle and sometimes 
the bull would take after us which was scary. I also got up 
very early each morning after I was about nine years old, and 
helped milk cows. 


I attended a one-room school house several miles from home 
for awhile. I walked to school and back home, which seemed like 
five miles but was probably only two miles. My cousins(from my 
mother's side of the family), Hammonds, lived a few miles from 
us and I used to go there to play house, school or store. They 
had the upstairs of their house for a play area. At home I had 
a shed fixed up for a play house. I had a stove, table and chairs 
and I used to make lots of cookies and cakes out of mud and stones 
for raisins and bake them in the sun. I would spend hours doing 
this. Another pastime was playing jacks when I had someone to 
play with. 


I also attended school in Miller and lived with Aunt Anna 
at grandpa's house. I had a good time there as they had a big 
beautiful house in town and I could walk to school. I loved to 
go into the attic. There were trunks of old clothes and hats 
and I'd play dress-up. Also, they had strings of dried apples 
and crab apples up there that I'd eat. 


We used to visit my aunt and uncle Brueggemans in Zell. 
They had an organ that we like to play. My cousins, Miesens, 
lived near by in Zell and we played a lot together. 


Aunt Mary Naber had a player piano that I liked to play 
when we visited her. 


At my cousins, the Wieselers, I remember the grain house and 
we would jump from the rafters above into the grain. That was a 
lot of fun! 


Then of course, I loved to go to uncle Frank Brueggeman's 
farm even though the boys were a continuous tease to Mary and my- 
self, since we were the only girls. I haven't yet gotten even 
with them. I stayed at their house many times and Mary and I 
were great friends. They had a swing that reached to the top 
peak of their barn and we could swing way out on that. 


Other things I remember were when the gypsies came around. 
I was scared that they might take me away as that was what we 
were told. The Amish people also came around. 


One Christmas I remember that Santa had dropped packages off 


his sled along our long road coming into the farm house and we 
had to go out in the snow to pick them up. 
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Then, in 1933, when I was twelve years old, Dad decided to 


move to Arizona. He fixed up a wagon like a house trailer and 
put Mother's double size bed in it as she was still ill and the 
doctor said Arizona would be good for her. So we had an auction 
of everything we owned except for the few things we took with us. 
This was a very brave thing and a hard decision for Dad I'm sure. 
I can't recall too much about the trip but evidently we arrived 
safely in Tempe, Arizona but I'm sure we had some experiences 
along the way. 


We were enrolled in Tempe Teachers Training School. I reg- 
istered as "Mary Agnes" which is what I wanted to be called, but 
somehow I still carried the name of "Agnes". From this school 
I attended Tempe Union High School where I graduated in 1939. 


I had always dreamed of returning to South Dakota as I had 
so many great memories of that life so my folks put me on a bus 
to South Dakota. Once I got there and Aunt Anna and Mary drove 
me around to visit and to see the farm we had left, I wondered 
why I ever wanted to go back. I went home contented knowing 
that we had moved to a more exciting area. I took my first job 
in Tempe with an insurance agent, earning $25.00 a month. Mother 
told me many times that she could not have made it financially 
without my help. Victor was working also and Dad had part-time 
work. At one time he was a night watchman for the city. He 
built a house for us with a screened room for mother as the 
fresh air was supposed to help her. 


The doctors collapsed mother's lung and she was in a rest 
home outside of Phoenix for quite awhile. She finally got to 
feeling much better and was doing more around the house when it 
was discovered she had cancer. Then dad got sick suddenly and 
passed away and mother had an operation and was bedridden again 
most of the time. We moved to Phoenix eventually as Victor and 
I were both working there. Mother passed away a couple of years 
after the move. My poor mother, bless her soul, must have had 
the patience of a saint, when my brothers were picking on me and 
chasing me around the house teasing me. 


My friend, Carolyn, moved in with me and so my brothers had 
another one to tease. One night Carolyn and I took Vic's Chevro- 
let coupe and went to a bar. While in the bar the seat was 
stolen so we hunted around and found a bucket for me to sit on 
to drive home. We never told Vic about this and in the morning 
he went out to go to work and discovered the seat missing. He 
just assumed it was taken while in the driveway. We never told 
him what happened until many years later. 


Another incident recall was when I was dating an Air Force 
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officer, I invited him to dinner. I wanted to make a good impres- 
sion so I had a nice big meal and set the table with the best 
silverware and dishes...including two forks: When we sat down 

to eat, Leo embarrassed me by saying "What do we do with all this 
silverware?". How rude a brother can be: 


Since it was war time, I had been writing to several service 
men, just to keep up their morale, of course. One was Walter 
Lyons. I was given his name and address by his sister-in-law. 
After writing a couple years to him he was discharged and asked 
me to come to Cleveland to meet him. Not long after this, I was 
sent to New York for an insurance womens convention, so decided 
to stop off in Cleveland to see what I had been writing to. I 
was there about three days. I wasn't too excited about him but 
his letters kept coming and then he decided to quit his job and 
drive out to see me. After a few weeks, I told him he should go 
home as nothing could come of this. Well, he stayed anyway and 
after I got to know him better I fell in love and we got married 
and moved back to Cleveland and four great daughters came of this. 


We bought a bar in a bowling alley and did quite well with 
this. In between being mother and wife I was also a bar maid. 
After ten years, I convinced Wally we should leave Ohio and go 
where the weather was warmer. We sold our business and bought a 
16-foot travel trailer and headed to California and Arizona. 
Everyone thought we were crazy to leave, not knowing where we 
were going or what we were going to do, but sometimes you have to 
take a gamble. 


We spent three months moving around and trying to decide 
where to live and what to do. Finally we came across the oppor- 
tunity to purchase a bookkeeping service franchise. Wally went 
to New York for training and we built up this business in Napa, 
CA. When he passed away I took on a partner and I went back to 
the New York office for training. My partner and I dropped the 
franchise and built up the business. 


After ten years, I met Jack Velut at a singles dance and I 
had a new romance with a wonderful man who has accepted my girls and 
the eleven wonderful grandchildren we now have. 


We have since sold the business to my son-in-law, Greg Keller 
and Barbara. Greg is a CPA and they are doing fine. 


Jack and I have a 5th wheel and truck which we take on many 
trips and have met a lot of nice people. We still have rentals 
to take care of so we have to spend time at home and also enjoy 
our family gatherings and grandchildren.
